N a not too distant past, it was 
considered practicing a heritage 
when a person marked ins height on

His intel­ 
lectual experiences will show that 
he generally thinks opinions through 
before accepting them. Recreational 
and social past-tim es indicate excel­ 
lent judgm ent in selection and ob­ 
servance. ----

On the other hand, Norm an often 
appears morose or depressed and 
usually Is listless. 
Intellectually, he 
accepts without question any opin­ 
ion of others and is poor in self- 
expression. 
Social activities mean 
little to him and he completely dis­ 
regards this 
form 
of 
recreation. 
Thus health, intellectual, and social 
standards all are linked together in 
one evaluation.

Definite Planning Essential 
Values and standards are out- i 
comes of the pupil’s experiences of 
living, both in school and out of I 
school.

HREE general types of technics 
have been designed for this 
work. 
Firstly, “Technics for en ­ 
abling teachers to become acquaint­ 
ed with the values and standards 
now held by individual pupils.” 
In 
this method, the teacher keeps a be­ 
havior 
journal 
on 
each 
student 
which 
reveals 
the 
“values 
and 
standards” held by each pupil. The 
following anecdote serves as an il­ 
lustration. 
Clifford has a map of Europe on 
the wall of his room. 
He uses pins 
to chart the battle-line of the S pan­ 
ish 
Revolution. 
Every 
night 
he 
moves the pins to show the changes 
in the battle-front reported in the 
daily papers. 
Secondly, “Technics for enabling 
the pupil to get a picture of him ­ 
self.” A graph of individual achieve­ 
m ent as m easured by standard tests 
Is used in this technic. 
The suc­ 
cessful student is encouraged 
to 
m aintain his standing and the weak 
student 
discovers 
his 
fallicies 
which, if improved, may affect his 
whole record. 
Self-rating sheets and personnel 
blanks for college entrance in ter­ 
est boys and girls and stim ulates 
attention to successful attainm ents. 
One principal m aintains a bulletin 
board on which he posts copies of 
all letters of 
inquiry 
concerning 
pupil's character and personality to­ 
gether 
w’ith 
his 
replies, 
without 
names, of course. 
Thirdly, “Technics for improving 
pupils’ thinking, directing it towards 
social problems." Many senior high 
schools are using some form of the 
forum plan for focusing the a tte n ­ 
tion of students upon social prob­ 
lems.

/G ETTY SB U R G high school holds 
bi-m onthly 
home-room 
pro­ 
gram s in which current problems 
are discussed. 
Topics are selected 
by a Home Room Council whose sole

Radio program s use high school 
students for discussions of personal 
problems. 
Motion pictures also are 
used as a basis for debates of social 
questions.

R ather than w’ait complacently for 
change to advance this policy, the 
followers of true education can, and 
must, direct the new mode of a t­ 
taining values and standards.
